Wor many years we had grave doubts as to 
whether capital ‘punishment was right under any 
circumstances, or not. The idea ¢lung to us that 
God gave life -and only he should take it away, 
and that for man to usher ‘a fellow mortal out 


into an unknown eternity was a responsibility too 


terrible to undertake. : There is some logic m that 
view of the matter, and it appeals to sentiment 
and humanity, but that it-is unsound as a public 
policy has been amply proven by the awful wave 
of crime which; has been sweeping over the 
world since the: war. The conviction is forced 
upon any thinking person that society is not safe 
from the half-human ‘half-brutes who are murder- 
ing people by wholesale and cOmmitting crimes 
so diabolical as,4to be almost beyond human be- 
Hief, and that self-preservation is the first law of 
Nature. ‘Prison sentences have no terror to these 
devils n° human shape, and nothing short of ex- 
tinction is adequate to meet the emergency. 'Theré 
are crimes for which mo. punishment ‘but death: is 
adequate. : 

To see a human die in an electric chair or on 
the gallows is not pleasant.
